Paulson, who was perhaps 55 years of age, registered at the hotel about 


10 o'clock Monday evening. 
He paid for his room in advance and retired 


about midnight. 
Late Tuesday afternoon, when it was noted that he had 


not been seen during the day, an effort was made to call him. The cham- 
bermaid knocked at his floor about 6 o'clock but received no answer. A 
clerk was called and another attempt made to call Paulson, but no answer 
was received.

He backed out of the room and noti- 


fied Mr. Standen, proprietor of the hotel.

Paulson had been shown another room in which there was a coal 


stove, but said he would take the room with the gas stove because the gas 
would be more convenient. 
He had left the gas burning. The windows, 


door and transom were closed preventing free circulation of air
